W ash ing to n C it y, March ¡30.—The remains 
of the late Chief J ustice Waite will be taken 
to Toledo on Wednesday afternoon, leav ing 
the Baltimore & Potomac station here at ¡3 
p. m. by special train. 
The special train will 
be draped and will lie composed of a combina­ 
tion car for the remains, four Pullman sleep­ 
ing cars—one for the asssoeiate justices of the 
supreme court, one each for the delegations 
from the senate and house of representativ e, 
and the fourth for friends of the family.

Neb., March ¡30—An unprece­ 
dented ease of what appears to lie suicide has 
just occurred in this city, which is the topic 
of popular discussion, and w hich will prob­ 
ably become of the most intense interest to 
general science. 
Three w eeks ago a seedy but 
striking looking indiv idual arriv ed here and 
registered at the Canfield house as J . M. Ayer, 
Wichita, Kan. 
He had for baggage a small, 
battered v alise, and, although it is not the 
unalterable custom of the hotel to exact pay­ 
ment in adv ance from guests so poorly ac­ 
coutered, he took out his pocket-book v olun­ 
tarily and paid his board and lodging for a 
week. 
Mr. Ayer did not go to his room; the 
v alise w as sent there, and he lingered in the 
rotunda a moment and then passed out to the 
street. 
He was nev er seen again at the hotel. 
On Monday night, March 19 , Officer Cor- 
mack, of the regular police, arrested, on the 
corner of Ninth and Faraara street, for v a­ 
grancy, the same man, who made no attempt 
at resistance, and w ho, when brought into j 
the city jail, quietly gav e his name as J . M. j 
Ayer, 
The prisoner that night slept in cell | 
and on Tuesday morning w as taken before j 
Police J udge Berka and sentenced to fiv e j 
days in the county jail. 
Tuesday night he j 
slept among the other prisoners in the largo j 
lower room of the jail, but on Wednesday 
morning. 
4 pj» earing ill, he was remov ed to

the priv ate cells, to share it with a 
consumptiv e priso ner of the name of B. 
F. Shanks. 
On Thursday morning he w-as 
found dead on the floor near the coll door, 
his bo dy in a kneeling posture, and his head 
resting on the iron grating.

Fred Grant in a letter sent to the press Sat­ 
urday night. 
It is an answer to the state- 
ment of Gen. Badeau of a claim for compen­ 
sation for his aid m preparing Gen. Grant s 
memoirs, published in The Sun of the -1st 
inst. Col. Grant says it is his purpose to an 
swer as far as far as practicable such parts or 
Gen. Badeau’s statement as may appear to 
call for a reply. He states that the editor of 
The Sun once wrote, in collaboration with 
another, a life of Gen. Grant which contained 
praise that amounted to adulation of the gen­ 
eral, and at a time when a person suspecting 
him of susceptibility to flattery might 
hav e 
reasonably supposed that well-timed syco­ 
phancy would yield a reward in high office; 
that editor of The Sun, howev er, receiv ed no 
office; that for years past there had been 
nothing too false or too malignant for him to 
publish concerning the family; that lie has 
spared neither the children nor the widow, 
and that his journal seems to be the only one 
that cordially and thoroughly approv es of 
Gen. Badeau’s course. 
In relation to the letter which Gen. Badeau 
wrote to Gen. Grant, asking compensation at 
the rate of >1,000 per month and 10 per cent, 
of the profits of the b ook, the answer to 
which was his dismissal in a letter vs uicn Gen. 
Badeau attrib utes to Col. Grant, it b eing in 
his handwriting, with Gen. Grant's autograph 
at the end. Col. Grant says: 
‘"Gen. Badeau handed his cruel letter of 
May 2 to Gen. Grant on the day of its date in 
Mrs. Grant’s presence, b ut not in mine, and 
immediately left the house, returning on the 
4th. 
Gen. Grant read it, and when I came m 
was agitated and tremb ling. 
He unlocked the 
drawer of a b ureau where he had placed it, 
and taking the* letter out handed it to me, 
saying: ‘Bead this and toll me what you 
think of it.’ I «lid read it, and said that I 
thought it despicab le. 
My father then, with­ 
out any suggestions from me, b egan to wi tie 
the answer with Ids own b and, b eing so weak 
that he could not write more than a lea lines 
without st -Pi-mg. 
He answered one point 
after another an I gave me the sheets of his 
manuscript,and when he had finished I copied 
them and read the copy to him, ho diiecting 
changes and corrections. 
Col. Grant adds that this demand of Gen. 
Badeau was a source of grief and annoyance 
to his father for the remainder of his life. 
Further on Col. Grant says: “The statement 
of Gen. Badeau that I ever proposed that he 
should finish my father’s memoirs and let me 
sign my name to it is an unqualified false­ 
hood.” 
Again b o says: <;It can not b e too often re­ 
peated that liad Gen. Badeau b een willing to 
accept the sum of *10,000 for his services as 
an amanuensis upon the first 421 pages, oi 
ab out one-half the first volume of the ‘Per­ 
sonal Memoirs,’ as to which his services were 
rendered, such as they were, he w*ou!d have 
b een paid the full sum of # 10,000.’’ 
In another place lie says: “In the twenty- 
seventh paragraph of his ‘Address to the 
American People,1 Gen. Badeau states that 
Gen. Grant has confessed to putting his name 
unwittingly to an iiViportant document.

co uldn’t mo ve. 
It was impo ssible fo r 
them to lie do wn, and if o ne managed to , it 
co uld no t get up again 
hut so o n ano ther 
wo uld dro p» fro m sheer exhaustio n, and 
then the scenes that wo uld fo llo w after 
the pressure had L*en bro ken wo uld defy 
descriptio n.

“ Ho w do cattle act at sea? ” 
“ Well, when first shipped, what with 
the excitement o f being lo wered do wn 
into the ho ld and then hacked into the 
stall 
and that is no easy jo b, I tell yo u 
- the animal is certainly mo re o r less ex­ 
cited: but when say 200 get excited—and 
I've taken mo re than that at o ne trip— 
then it is a scene that is apt to try the 
nerves o f a man. 
Cattle fo r exjwjrtatio n 
are selected fro m the I s s t o r k, and are 
therefo re well fed and high mettled. Fo r 
that number o f cattle 1 generally have 
abo ut thirty men with me. 
the ship 
o wners allo wing *o many to go free as 
helpers to the o ther side. 
1 have the ani­ 
mals’ 
bo ds made, their mangers well 
filled with the mo st tempting ftx4 and 
plenty o f water served them. 
We gener­ 
ally bring them abo ard hungry, and they 
begm munching, and by the time we get 
o utside Sandy Ho o k they are like a tired, 
hungry perso n, exhausted by travel and 
feeling satisfied and warm. 
They go o n 
lie do wn and fall asleep. 
We never start 
with a lo ad o f cattle in a sto rm. « *r in a 
heavy sea, fo r if w e did the animals 
wo uld get so scared 
that, even the 
steadiest ship wo uld feel the effect o f 
their to ssing to and fro , and it wo uld U* 
dangero us, 
“ Everything is kept quiet during the 
night, o nly the watchman U*ing per­ 
mitted to stay in the ho ld where the 
cattle are stalled. 
In the mo rning we 
feed them again, fo r it is impo rtant to 
keep them well fed o n the way o ut, 
Then 
the ship has struck deep water, 
and if there is a heavy sea 
the ship ro lls 
co nsiderably. 


“ TPs sfrange, but still true." said Mr. 
Reilly, “ but the steer is, if alo ne, the 
least* easily frightened animal yo u can 
imagine. 
I have seen fat cattle wake up 
o n their first mo rning o ut, when the ship 
was ro lling heavily. 
They co ukln t get 
up, so they 1 » raced their feet against the 
sides o f the stall and lay there patiently, 
no w and then lo wing, and eating the 
feed thro wn them as naturally as if they 
were o n land. 
“ Cattle," co ntinued Mr. Reilly, “ do 
no t get seasick, and as 8« » on as they can 
get o n their legs it is a curio us sight. 
They are to ssed back and fo rward, and 
with their stamping make a terrible 
racket, and they seem to lo o k at each 
o ther as if inquiring what all that shak­ 
ing up and do wn meant. 
“ It is then that the cattle m en’s wo rk 
begins. 
There are always so me vicio us 
brutes amo ng them, and if they are no t 
quickly suUlued there wo uld be a panic. 
The cattle men quickly but quietly go to 
the vicio us o nes, co ax them at first, but 
if that fails thro w tl lern do wn, and. so to 
ppeak, put them in iro ns. 
“ Cattle so o n get their sea legs, and as. 
except o n sto rmy days, the hatches are 
kept o pen, they get accusto med to their 
staffs and very few die o n the vo yage. 
I think that o n an o rdinary vo yage we 
lo se abo ut B p« *r cent. 
On a sto rmy vo y­ 
age, when the hatches canno t Ik* o pened, 
o f co urse we lo se mo re, and hoIkxIv 
wo uld imagine ho w ho rrible a ship's 
ho ld is with so many herd o f cattle co n­ 
fined fo r jierhaps two , even three weeks, 
witho ut having any air. 
“ The English go vernment laws in re­ 
gard to the impo rtatio n o f cattle fro m 
America are very strict. 
No » so o ner do es 
the ship reach Liverpo o l than the cattle 
are unshipped and driven into the go vern­ 
ment yards. 
There they are allo wed t<» 
rest. 
They are aired, fed and watered 
and then tho ro ughly examined by the 
go vernment inspecto rs. 
The next day 
they must he so ld, fo r the law makes it 
co mpulso ry that all American cattle must 
be slaughtered o n the third day o f land­ 
ing. 
That’s ho w it is that quo tatio ns fo r 
American U vf are so frequently marked 
dull.’ 
The butchers buy the cattle at 
the lo west rates, kno wing that we must 
have them killed right
